Time, Pittsburgh is left without a 
single big-time musical program of 
network quality, and in a city which 
has long been one of the bulwarks 
of show business, that is a lamentable 
situation. 

People in important posts from the 
big TV centers, visiting this city in 
the last two years, have had their 
eyes opened at the kind of programs 
Maitland was able to put together 
here in a single-channel situation, 
and have frequently told him that he 
was doing on a limited budget much 
more than producers who had ten 
times as much money to spend.
